night as a result of a deadlock | 
in contract negotiations between 
The Pulitzer Publishing Com- 
pany, publishers of the Post 
Dispatch, and the St. Louis 
Stereotypers Union No. 8. 

Union negotiators had an- 
nounced to management repre- 
sentatives and a Federal con- 
ciliator that the union had strike 
sanction and that the old con- 
tract extension which expires at 
midnight tonight would not be 
further extended. 


Stumbling block is a clause | 
affecting use of stereotype 
“base,” or mountings for news 


and advertising cuts placed in 


the composing room. 

Under a ciause proposed by 
the union’s negotiators and ac- 
cepted by management, “base”’ 
would continue to be furnished 
by the stereotypers, as under 
the old contract, but the publish- 
er’s right to select materials 
used in the mountings was rec- 
ognized. 

Members Reject Clause.

Gromyko will get instructions 
from Moscow in a few days en- 
abling him to make last-minute 
concessions. But Herter partic- 
ularly is now much less hopeful 
in this respect in view of state- 
ments made by Soviet Premier 
| Khrushchev in an interview pub- 
lished in Hungary last weekend, 

In this interview Khrush- 
| chev said that if the Geneva con- 
ference fails to reach -agree- 
ment, agreements would be 
_made at a summit conference, 
'and if the Western governments 
refused a summit because of a 
| foreign ministers’ failure, “then 
| world opinion will see who is 
responsible for the collapse of 
the summit conference.” 


Khrushchev’s answers on Ber- 
lin wegt beyond anything Gro- 
_ myko had been able to say with 
| finality here. These answers, in 
the western view, pointed toward 
a potential breakdown. 


Demand Ridiculed. 


Khrushchev ridiculed the de- 
'man of the Western powers that 
the Soviet Union pledge itself to 
recognition of their rights in 
| Berlin and to a‘policy of non- 
| interference with access between

lin. 

Khrushchev said the Soviet 
Union had offered to guarantee 
the existence of West Berlin as 
a free city.

George J. Frank,- accountant, 
continued his testimony in Unit- 
ed States District Court today 
about the $53,000 he said Frank 
(Buster) Wortman invested in 
Chicago-St. Louis Express, Inc. 


Frank, secretary-treasurer of 
the express firm, is the Govern- 
ment’s chief witness in the in- 
come tax evasion trial of John J. 
Burke, former president of Chi- 
cago-St. Louis Express, and Mrs. 
Burke. Mr. and Mrs. Burke were 
charged with evading $25,967 in 
Federal . income taxes in the 
years 1951 through 1954, in an 
indictment that stemmed from 
the long federal investigation of 
Wortman’s financial affairs. 


Yesterday Frank, who sought 
repeatedly to invoke the protec- 
tion of the Fifth Amendment, 
testified that $53,000 carried on 
the books of Chicago-St. Louis 
Express as loans to the company 
from Burke actually was money 
Frank obtained from Wortman 
and unidentified “partners” of 
the gang-boss. The purpose, the 
Witness said, was “to help the 
company get on its financial 
feet.” 

Federal agents are expected to 
step up their investigation of 
Wortman’s finances as a result 
of Frank’s testimony linking the 
gang boss with Chicago-St. Louis 
Express. 

Didn’t Reveal Source. 


In reply to a question, Frank 
said he did not reveal the source 
of the cash Burke was credited 
with putting ino the company. | 

“He didn’t ask, and I never 
told him,” Frank insisted. 


Judge George H. Moore per- | 
mitted Frank to refuse to an- 
swer several questions he said | 
might incriminate him if he 
answered. He was ordered by 
the court to answer later ques- 
tions after he was declared to be 
a hostile witness. 

At the court’s direction, Frank 
told the jury that he ‘arranged 
for Frank Wortman and part- 
ners” to advance $10,000 to Chi- 
cago-St. Louis Express, Inc., in 
1951. Subsequent advances from 
Wortman sources were $10,000 in 
1952, $28,000 in 1953 and $5000 in 
1954, a total of $53,000, he testi- 
fied. Frank said the money was 
carried on the company books 
as cash received from Burke.

$485 300,000 
SPACE SPENDING 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP)— | 
Congress has given the Civilian |; 
Space Agency authority to spend = 
$485,300,000 on space work in the 
coming year. 


The House completed congres 
sional action yesterday on the 
bill which permits the exact 
amount recommended by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. 


The bill, which now goes to 
the White House, sets ceilings 
and terms for the space pro- 
gram in the year ahead. Sepa- 
rate legislation later will pro- 
vide the actual cash. 

Included in the measure is au- 
thority to spend $70,000,000 on 
Project Mercury, this country’s 
program for putting a man in 
space. The first such attempt is 
expected in about 18 months. 

In passing the bill by voice 
vote, the House accepted a Sen- 
ate figure $50,000 higher than the 
House had approved earlier in 
the session. The House also ac- 
cepted technical changes the 
Senate made. 

Water Pollution Control. 

Legislation to double federal 
aid for water pollution control 
projects was passed today by the 
| House and sent to the Senate. 

The roll call vote was 254 to 
142, with Republicans providing 
most of the opposition. Republi- 
cans called the bill a ‘‘budget- 
busting raid on the Treasury” 
and hinted strongly that it would 
be vetoed in its present form. 

The bill would hike to $100,- 
000,000 annually the amount of 
federal grants to help localities 
finance water cleansing projects. 
The present ceiling is $50,000,000. 
In both cases, separate legisla- 
tion appropriating the money is 
required to make the program 
operative. 

The House also passed a 
$1,777,147,000 bill appropriating 
funds for flood control, naviga- 
tion, reclamation and public 
works projects. The measure in- 
cludes funds for 47 projects for 
which President Eisenhower 
made no request. 

The Senate passed 82 to 0 yes- 
terday a $478,785,025 Interior De- 
partment money bill— a $8,890,- 
375 cut under President Eisen- 
hower’s request. 

The Senate total was $10,678,- 
225 more than the House voted. 
The measure goes to conference 
to settle the differences.

DEATHS OF MAN, WIFE LAID 
TO BARBITUATE POISONING 


A verdict of death by barbitu- 
ate poisoning was returned to- 
day by a coroner’s jury in the 
case of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Palmisano, whose bodies were 
found Sunday in their home at 
3918A St. Louis avenue.

Seniority rights are amplified and strengthened. There are the 
strongest new protections against discriminatory or unnecessary 
dismissals. 


THREE JOB SECURITY PROVISIONS LONG SOUGHT BY THE

1. Protection against speedup and excessive work load 
actually spelled out. 


2. Protection against new jobs with dual or multiple 
content Which did not previously exist. 


3. Protection against use of part-time or temporary em- 
ployes for work properly done by full-time employes. 
It was the Guild, not Amberg, that wrote the proposal for arbitra- 
tion of grievances.

- RED AREA TRAVEL 
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APPEALS COURT 
UPHOLDS BAR ON 


WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP) | 
~The United States Court of | 
Appeals today upheld the right 
of the State Department to deny 
passports to Americans to travel 
to Red China and other areas it 
regards as potential trouble 
spots. 

The ruling was handed down 
in the cas¢ of Newsman William 
Worthy Jr. 


Worthy visited Red China in 
1956 and Hungary in 1957, and 
was denied renewal of his pass- 
port when he refused to agree 
to abide by restrictions against 
traveling to those countries 
again. 

He brought suit for the -pass- | 
port. 

Unanimous Decision. 

The court’s unanimous decision | 
—written by Chief Judge E. Bar- | 
rett Prettyman—said the Secre- 
tary of State has the authority to 
set aside Communist-controlled 
areas in which Americans are 
forbidden to travel. 

Prettyman said the Worthy | 
case in no wise resembles the 
cases in which the Supreme 
Court has said the State Depart- 
ment could not deny passport 
applications. 

He wrote that in those cases 
the Supreme Court ruling was 
that the State Department could 
not refuse passports because of 
the beliefs and associations of 
the applicants. 

In the Worthy case, Prettyman 
said, no beliefs, associations or 
personal characteristics are in- 
volved. 

Retired Supreme Court Justice 
Harold H. Burton, sitting on the 
appeals bench as an extra judge, 
and Judge William K. Miller of 
the regular appellate bench, con- 
curred in the Prettyman find- 
ings. i 

The opinion said the designa- |

But Prettyman said “liberty 
itself is inherently a restricted 
thing.” | 

“The mere day-to-day mainte- | 
nance of order which insures lib- 
erty requires restrictions upon 
individual rights,” the judge 
wrote.

HE DISPUTE BETWEEN President Charles de Gaulle and 
the North Atlatitic Treaty Organization concerning placement

1957 and was accepted by the 
French government.

France is thus put in the posi- 
tion of a second-class ally. The

Duality of Feeling. 

There was a curious duality of 
feeling about De Gaulle’s atti- 
tude.

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ment can segregate itself from the influences 
that affect credit for everybody else. When 
the Treasury borrows money, it must compete 
with other borrowers. If the other borrowers 
can and do pay higher interest rates than 
does the Government, the public in peace- 
time is not going to rush its money into Gov- 
ernment securities no matter how many pa- 
triotic appeals are addressed to it. 

These circumstances have now caught up 
with the Treasury to such an extent that more 
savings bonds are each month 
than are being bought. The price of outstand- 
ing Government bonds has fallen to the point 
where an investor can get a higher interest 
yield by buying Government issues already 
on the market than by subscribing to new 
issues at the present 3% per cent interest 
ceiling. Facing the need to refinance 76 bil- 
lions worth of securities within the next few 
months, the Treasury cannot persuade long- 
term investors to tie up their money in Gov- 
ernment bonds unless it can pay somewhat 
higher interest rates. 

What are the alternatives? The Federal 
Reserve System might be ordered to support 
the price of Government bonds, as it did dur- 
ing and after the war. But this is a proved 
way of creating inflationary pressures, since 
every dollar thus put into support buying adds 
something like $6 to the money supply. Or 
the interest ceiling could be left where it is, 
thereby forcing the Treasury to refinance 
maturing long-term debt with short-term se- 
curities on which the interest ceiling does not 
apply. That, too, would be an engine of in- 
flation—in effect, a disguised way of inflating 
the money supply at a timé when it should be 
restrained. 

. . . 


Nobody likes the fact that removing the in- 
terest ceiling will increase the cost of carrying 
the public debt. But this factor has been 
exaggerated. It is true that the taxpayers now 


pay close to eight billion a year in interest 


on the debt as against only 5.7 billion 10 years 
ago. But it is also true that the cost of carry- 
ing the debt is now less than 11 per cent of 
the total federal, budget .as against 14. per 
cent 10 years ago,” « 

We hope the Administration does not jeop- 
ardize the strong ¢ase it can make for lifting 
the interest ceiling by overplaying the sancti- 
ty of.a free money market. A moder Gov- 
ernment cannot leaye itself at the rcy of 
irresponsible traders who seek only private 
gain,,and modern voters will not permit it to 
do so. Government must influence credit 
just as it must influence other sectors of the 
economy on behalf of full employment and 
a justly shared prosperity. But it cannot 
change the facts of life by fiat, and it is a 
fact today that under the present interest 
ceiling people with money would rather put it 
into something else than Government bonds. 


Summer School for St. Louis 


Mayor Tucker’s appointment of a citizens’ 
committee for the earnings tax signals the 
start of an educational campaign of paramount 
importance to the future well-being of the 
city. In effect the committee will be running 
a summer school in. municipal finance the 
next few weeks. 

The principal selling point of the tax is that 
St. Louisans would pay only about two thirds 
of the mew Pevenue that a doubling of the 
levy would produce. The other third would 
come from: non-residents who work in»the 
city or maintain business here. 

Most of the non-residents live in St. Louis 
county, and their use of municipal services 
forces up the cost of city government to city 
residents. In some cases their very liveli- 
hood is closely tied to municipal prosperity. 

Under the circumstances St. Louisans have 
every right to expect help with the financial 
burden of city government—especially since 
the unhappy alternative is for city residents 
to take on alone higher property, merchants, 
gasoline and rubbish-collection taxes. 

If the citizens’ committee is able to bring 
about widespread public understanding of 
these basic issues, victory at the polls July 14 
ought to be assured. We wish the committee 
every success in this vital educational project. 


Balk on Featherbedding 


The railway brotherhoods are taking an. 


unconstructive position in their refusal to join 
the Association of American Railroads in a 
request for a presidential commission to study 
featherbedding. 

With the underlying objective of cushion- 
ing the ill effects of technological unemploy- 
ment we can all sympathize, but the methods 
employed can scarcely bring a deep inner 
satisfaction to any breast. The day when 
railroads could afford to pay for useless serv- 
ices is over with a bang. The longer the un- 
ions insist on continuance of these wasteful 
practices, instead of turning to some useful 
alternative such as retraining displaced mem- 
bers for productive work, the more they will 
weaken the sources of their livelihood. 

The unions’ insistence that they will not 
have featherbedding discussed unless the 
study is widened to include management and 
financial practices seems iittle more than a 
device of evasion. Featherbedding is the 
only one of these subjects that is of pressing 
concern and it is quite sufficient to challenge 
a commission’s capacities without dragging 
in any needless eomplications. One of these 
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voters, sadly lacking now. More than that, 

it would have several decided advantages over 

Missouri's traditional two-house Assembly. 
Because of its very nature, a one-house 


Legislature would have no need of the all-- 


powerful conference committee, with its last- 
minute deals aimed at compromising Senate- 
House differences over particular legislation. 


Because of its limited size, its committees © 


would be fewer than at present, and their 
work ought to be more visible and easy to 


- follow. This in turn would make it possible 


for the voters to fix responsibility for legisla- 
_ tive failures. 
A unicameral Legislature also ought to at- 
tract. superior, candidates. The state could 
double salaries and still spend less than it 
does now. But even if the caliber of the indi- 
vidual lawmaker were not’ materially im- 
proved, surely his performance ought to be 
better because of the inherent virtues of the 
machinery with which he would be working. 

Missourians are not unmindful of the clear 
advantages of the one-house concept. This 
was demonstrated in 1944 when 47% per 
cent of the state’s voters cast ballots for a 
unicameral plan that suffered from a lack of 

, support because a whole new State Constitu- 
tion then was under consideration. 

In November 1962 the people must be asked 
if they want to revise and amend the State 
Constitution. That referendum would provide 
an opportunity to seek reform of the legisla- 
tive branch. Or the unicameral plan could be 
put on the 1960 ballot by initiative. Either 
way, the poor record of the Legislature just 
ended should assure broad receptivity to the 
proposal. 


Supersonic Politics 


The news that Vice President Nixon is to 
be the first top American official to speak 
on the Atlantic and Pacific coasts the same 
day opens intriguing vistas. Jet-age politicians 
will be studying this venture with an eye to 
1960 campaigning. Flying at near the speed 
of sound, they will be able, if their funds Hold 
out, to cover vastly more territory than earli- 
er candidates in antique propeller-driven air- 
planes or creeping railroad coaches. 

There will remain something to be said for 
the old days. Even Mr. Nixon is unlikely to 
make much of an-impression on the farmers 
by flying over them at 600 miles an hour, for 
example. The beauty of the campaign train 
was that the local politicians could get on at 
one whistle-stop, meet the candidate, partake 
of refreshment, make their deals and get off 
a few miles down the line. New York to San 
Francisco is a long way between stops. 

Still, Mr. Nixon is nothing if not resource- 
ful. There have been times in the past when 
he seemed to have one foot in one Republican 
camp and one foot in another, and it is not too 
difficult to picture him some time in the fu- 
ture speaking in the east and again 3000 
miles to the west at precisely the same mo- 
ment. 


Western Europe’s Ready Line 


It is reassuring to learn that the United 
States and its North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion allies have a high degree of military 
readiness in Europe. Gen. Thomas R. Phil- 
lips (Ret.), the Post-Dispatch military analyst, 
concludes after a tour of these European bas- 
tions that they have progressed extensively 
in the last year or two. 

A-strong infusion of German units, trained 
and Organized specifically for NATO purposes 
and hot for national purposes, is strengthen- 
ing the line of American, British and other 
troops stretched across Europe. Numbering 
204,000 now, the German wnits will be of 
major importance when they attain their goal 
of 360,000 in 1961. 

It is natural.that misgivings about this re- 
liance on German manpower should persist. 
If it were possible to reach a well secured 
agreement with the Russians for military dis- 
engagement in central Europe and the mil- 
itary neutralization of Germany, the advan- 
tage of such a settlement would have to be 
carefully weighed against the present NATO 
setup. But in the absence of such a settle- 
ment—and Geneva offers little promise of 
going that far—NATO with West German 
participation is essential and it ig good to 
know its strength is growing. 

Of paramount importance, though, is the 
United States Air Force in Europe. It is 
concentrated in West Central Europe where 
the vital sectors of Germany, France, Bel- 
gium, Holland and Britain compose the criti- 
cal area. Like a huge umbrella, it spreads 
from Norway and Great Britain in the North 
to North Africa in the South and from the 
Atlantic Ocean to the Persian Gulf. In 13 
countries it has 537 installations. | 

Gen. Phillips asserts USAFE is confident, 
that despite any surprise attack it would be 
able to deliver from 50 to 100 nuclear bombs 
on hostile territory. One may be permi 
some skepticism as to that. But if USAFE 
is only partly as good as it thinks it is, its 


capacity to deter aggression must be ‘eneour-' 


agingly great. 

These forces in Europe can only serve until 
the intercontinental ballistic missile takes 
over. But during that interim there is ample 
time to thresh out the differences that exist 
between free world and the Communist bloc 
over plans for nuclear disarmament., And

a dedicated gardener. 

Two devotedly dedicated 
gardeners, Mrs. Hazel 
Knapp, president of the 
East Central District of 
Federated Garden Clubs, 
and I, were discussing 
just such a project the 
other day. We met at the 
Hyde Park Garden Club 
spring flower show at Di- 
voll Library, where honey- 
suckle and mock orange 
scented the beautiful 
scene. 

Hyde Park is a living 
example of what gardens 
can do for an urban com- 
munity. In its two years of 
existence, the Hyde Park 
Garden Club not only has 
upgraded the property of 
but has uplifted the spirit

this older north side neighborhood 
of neighborliness as well. 


“Anyone with two city lots has an estate in this 
neighborhood,” said Mrs. Frances Brunner, club 
president, but in these tiny yards bloom collections 
of roses, iris and perennial gardens of tremendous 


Even the children in the neighborhood are garden minded. 
Markus Lutheran School exhibited its barnyard scene—house 
plants in containers the shape of chickens, ducks, other 
animals. Many children entered plants grown individually, and 
their classmates toured the exhibits, admiring and orderly. 

I came away inspired to start a terrarium, one of those 
miniature gardens in cigar boxes, pie pans, fish bowls, with 
bits of moss, fern, succulents imaginatively arranged with 
tiny pools, bridges, ceramic woodlar.d animals under tiny trees. 

But I digress—which is what usually happens at a flower 
show. As we toured the displays, Mrs. Knapp began telling 
me of the project the Federated Garden Clubs planned this 
year to put window boxes on all housing project apartments. 

No point in mincing words. Many people look on housing 
projects as slums and the people who live in them devoid 
of any pride or responsibility. In some cases this is right 
but often project dwellers would take pride in their surround- 
ings if they have the proper incentive and training. 


The Mayor and city officials were both interested 
and co-operative on the window box project but it fell 
through for want of boxes. Several individual clubs 
have tried pilot projects, among them the Better 
Garden Club of Greater St. Louis which put window 
boxes in the 2300 block of Hickory street with great 
success, says their president, Mrs. Roland L. Eisleben. 


As an old apartment dweller who once didn’t know a 
salpiglossis from a sansiveria, I know gardeners aren’t born 
but indoctrinated. Flowers may seem trivial but they can 
have a great effect not only on a planting box but a per- 
sonality. Hyde Park has proved how this effect can spread 
through a neighborhood. 

“T tell my friends in South St. Louis, why don’t you do 
something like this?” said Mrs. Anna Wener, Hyde Park 
garden club member. “‘Some of those neighborhoods down 
there, they got weeds this high.’’ She gestured with her hand, 
suddenly stopped and gasped. A gardener’s greatest moment 
had come to her. 

“Look,”’ she said in a hushed whisper. “I won a blue 
ribbon.”

Mild Jaundice 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

“FOR MANY YEARS I've noticed the whites of my eyes 
have been yellowish: When I was 20, I was quite sick with 
yellow jaundice. Is there anything I can do or use to clear 
up this yellow? I feel my complaint isn’t serious enough to 
take up the valuable time of a doctor.—Mrs. H. M. K.” 

This yellowish appearance is jaundice—and I can be quite 
positive about this because, you see, “jaundice” isn’t a dis- 
ease. It is a symptom. The yellow coloring is a sign of some- 
thing else that has gone wrong. 

Some years ago we used to speak of “jaundice” as a 
disease because we didn’t then know as much about it as 
we do now. There are several causes of the yellowing known 
as jaundice. 

They include trouble with the liver, the gall bladder (and 
the connecting ducts), the pancreas, and certain blood dis- 
orders. The liver creates bile, a most useful substance. It 
helps digestion. The bile flows into the intestine—but some 
of it goes by way of the gall bladder which becomes a reser- 
voir, storing it until we need it. 


If the bile does not move into the required place, 
then it goes somewhere else—into the blood. And the 
blood deposits it in the skin, eyes, etc. And the color 
is yellow. There are various places and ways that 
may be involved: Hepatitis (liver disease), inflamed 
gall bladder, gall stones clogging the ducts, cancer 
(which does not seem to be Mrs. H. M. K.’s trouble, 
of course), cysts or tumors in the pancreas which are 
large enough to interfere with the flow of bile. 


Likewise there are certain blood disorders featured by 
excessive destruction of blood cells (hemolytic anemia) which 
result in large quantities of pigment, or coloring matter. 
These will give the yellow tinging. 

Now in Mrs. H. M. K.’s case, she has had her trouble for 
years. It is a mild jaundice. She doesn’t feel ill. Well, I’ve 
known this to happen over long periods, especially in cases 
involving the blood disorders. In the other situations I men- 
tioned, the distress is usually acute and something is soon 
done about it. 


Anyway, Mrs. H. M. K. is concerned about the yellow 
eolor. There is no treatment for the yellowing itself; you 
have to tackle the cause, and that will require examination 
and some chemical testing. 


There is one other possibility, especially in a case 
that has lingered on for years. That is carotenemia— 
not related to jaundice at all, except in the color. 
Carotenemia, not very common, is a situation in which 
the yellow coloring matter of some foods (carotene, 
rae apace Taare etc.) is not properly handled 
by the body. The color piles up in the blood, and 
finally is deposted in the tissues so one acquires that 
yellow hue. In this condition, the palms of the hands 


are especially yellow.

As the Little Symphony faces 
its twenty-fifth season, which 
opens June 19, the organization 
is much tighter and business-like 
in keeping with the improved 
performing ‘standards and the 
larger audiences. The amateur 
spirit still pervades the opera- 
tion, however, and without it 
the whole enterprise might have 
been abandoned years ago. Cer- 
tainly there were many times 
when the man-hours of volunteer 
work seemed disproportionate 
to the results. But the realiza- 
tion that they had something 
unique in the community's musi- 
cal history kept the amateur 
morale from sinking to the point 
of surrender. 

This feeling was well expressed

L. Benoist Tompkins, then presi- 
dent of the organization. “We’re 
not promoting a movement” he 
said, “‘we’re strangling one.”

FIFTEEN YEARS AGO this 
month a comparative handful of 
Texans — native and adopted — 
broke the Allied troops out of 
Anzio beachhead after four 
months’ imprisonment there, and 
opened the road to Rome. 

And they did it without firing 
a single shot—without a single 
cartridge in a single rifle bar- 
rel, for the work that night was 
done in silence, with knives, 
bayonets, homemade _ garrotes, 
and a hand grenade only as a 
last resort. 

Those men of the Thirty-sixth 
(Texas) Infantry Division in- 
filtrated the German Alban hills 
defense lines, worked their way 
up and around the key town of 
Velletri and started a Wehrmacht 
retreat that became a rout long 
before it reached the Tiber, 

It was a classic infiltration be- 
cause of its silence, its success 
and its almost total lack of cas- 
ualties. Yet it was doomed to 
obscurity for three reasons. 


First, Fifth Army command- 
er Mark Clark did not be- 
lieve in identifying individual 
units under his command. Sec- 
ond, Rome fell right on the 
heels of the operation.

The picturesque setting in the 
quadrangle has _ undoubtedly 
played an important part in giv- 
ing these concerts a distinct 
character. Aside from the larger 
space permitted for seating, the 
expanses of lawn, with overhang- 
ing trees, in the south half of 
the quadrangle quickly became 
attractive to younger music lov- 
ers who were admitted at a low- 
er price. At a typical Little 
Symphony evening the grass is 
covered with listeners who take 
their ease and their music simul- 
taneously. 

The relaxed atmosphere has 
not caused a relaxing of artistic 
standards. In forging a repertory 
that would be suitable to a small 
orchestra and the soft and some- 
time torrid air of summer, the 
Little Symphony conductors found 
their richest source of supply in 
music of the Eighteenth and 
Twentieth centuries. The works 
of Mozart and Haydn have 
figured prominently in the pro- 
grams over the years. Mozart's 
“Eine Kleine Nachtmusik” or 
“Little Serenade’ was adopted 
as a motto piece by the organiza- 
tion because it was light and 
charming but still unquestionably 
superior in quality. A number of 
contemporary composers such as 
Ibert, Honegger, Hindemith, were 
represented and each of the con- 
ductors managed to find one or 
two suitable novelties.

three miles behind German 
lines.

AFTER MANY YEARS of being a faithful wife, I now 
find myself ‘‘the other woman.’
